F. W. Wieland, Publisher of Brainerd 
Dispatch, is Host at 
Dinner Saturday 


EM PLOYES AND W IVES GUESTS 


Editor and Publisher H as Been Faith­ 
ful Nearly Half Century In 
Service to Public 
All staff employees of the Brainerd 
Daily Dispatch including their wives 
celebrated with F. W. Wieland i>t- 
urday evening, the occasion marking 
the veteran ne vspape: publisher s 16th 
anniversary in the line of newspaper 
endeavor. 
The celebration in the form of a 
dinner party took place at Mr. and 
Mrs. Wieland’s home, 407 No:th 4th 
fci’-eet. 
In that gathering were employees 
of Mr. Wieland for many years, non 
who worked with him in the upbuild­ 
ing of the newspaper and the conv- 
n unity. 
Mr. Wieland’s 46th anniversary rn 
a f ey vice dedicated to the intel esls of 
the public comes as a glor'ous achieve­ 
ment. 
The obstacles he has faced 
throughout the years have been man.* 
and the good deeds and acts he has 
accomplished for the public have also 
been many. 
As a newspaper man he has wit­ 
nessed the growth and activity of 
this city, through experienced eyes, 
more, possibly, than any other resi­ 
dent. 
Mr. Wieland came to Brainerd in 
1882 from Mount Gilead, Ohio. 
For 
nine years previously newspapers in 
this city the Daily Tribune and the 
Daily News had found the going d if­ 
ficult. The Dispatch was organized es 
a weekly on December 21, 1881 by 
Frank Meist and Joe Riggs, the latter 
now being an employee of the Minne­ 
apolis Journal. 
The weekly edition of 
the Dispatch was then publsihed in 
the Sleeper block on Front street. 
During the next two years the Dis­ 
patch changed hands three times, C. 
B. Sleeper, Fred Buhler and A. E. 
Penell being respective owners. 
Mr. Wieland purchased the Dispatch 
from Mrs. Penell and published his 
first edition on August 3, 1883. 
At 
that time he transferred a half inter­ 
est to N. H. Ingersoll, now deceased. 
Mrs. Ingersoll continues as a part 
owner of the paper. 
The Dispatch 
was printed solely as a weekly from 
the years 1883 to 1901 when Mr. W ie­ 
land extended his interests to tho 
daily newspaper field, still continuing 
the weekly. 
As a publisher and citizen Mr. Wie­ 
land is held with the highest of re­ 
spect in this city and throughout the 
northwest. 
The Dispatch was published in the 
Sleeper block until June, 1907 when 
fire destroyed the office, nothing being 
saved except the files and a little office 
equipment. 
Despite the fire which 
destroyed the office and equipment 
not one issue was missed. The paper 
appeared the next evening published 
from the old building on the present 
site. The building was entirely re­ 
modelled in the year 1927. 
During the early years of the news­ 
paper Mr. Wieland and Mr. Ingersoll 
did all the writing, soliciting as well 
as all the mechanical work, the paper 
being set by hand and required long 
hours before going to press. In the 
year 1909 the Dispatch installed its 
first linotype, the first in this section 
of the country. 
Today the Dispatch ranks among 
the first ten newspapers in the state 
with all the latest equipment neces­ 
sary for the publishing of a daily pa­ 
per. The organization has a personnel 
of 15 employees. 
Its building is one 
of the finest in structure of any news­ 
paper plant in the northwest. 
Mr. Wieland has always insisted in 
his staff writers fairness to the pub­ 
lic in presenting the news. United 
Press pony service was established 12 
years ago. Four years ago telegraph- 
printfers replaced the pony service 
system. As a member of the United 
Press the Dispatch is protected on all 
world wide news. All these improve­ 
ments were made through the fore­ 
sight and desire for advancement on 
the part of Mr. Wieland. 
Recently 
Mr. Wieland purchased new type in 
consideration of the readers. 
Mr. Wieland’s kindliness and fair 
dealing with his employees is reflect­ 
ed In the tenure of service on the 
part of his employees. There are men 
in his service who have been employ- 


ey by the newspaper for a quarter of 
a century while the youngest mem­ 
ber of the staff has been wdth the 
paper three and a half years. 
Many newsboys of the 
Dispatch 
have risen to high ranks in their pro­ 
fessions during later life. They earn­ 
ed their first money selling papers ox 
delivering papers on routes. 
The policy of Mr Wieland has bee ! 
to make the Dispatch a paper for the 
home to be read by every member of 
the family, to print all news that is 
fit to print.

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Another Objection Heard 


A n o th er objection to the State Office Building site on Wa­ 
basha street, St. Paul, has been voiced by the St. Cloud Journal 
Press and adds to the discussion a new angle on building mate­ 
rial, advocating use of granite which is produced in the St. Cloud 
district. 
We quote the argument and conclusions as follows: 
The St. Paul Pioneer Press is striving to overturn the deci­ 
sion of the new office building commission in .selecting a site that 
will give the people of the state the best service for the least 
money. The Pioneer Press is inflicted with an imaginary artistic 
urge. 
Years ago it advocated the building the state capitol of the j 
dirty Georgia marble, on the theory that marble could be more 
artistically carved than could Minnesota’s own granite. 
The late 
Archbishop John Ireland in the building of the Cathedral demon­ 
strated that the Pioneer Press idea was false, and that granite, 
of much more beauty and dignity and cleanliness, could be fash­ 
ioned just as beautifully as the soft marble. 
The Pioneer Press 
would have the office building across from the Historical building. 
This Hew office building will be necessarily much larger than the 
Historical building, and it would be so out of proportion that it 
would destroy all symmetry and beauty. 
This office building is strictly a business proposition. 
It 
should be located in easy access to the capitol, and it would be a 
mistake to spend a lot of money for a more expensive site. 
St. Cloud is naturally interested as is the rest of the state in 
getting the best building possible for use, and for fut ure economy 
in operation. 
The majority of the commission is favorable to the largest 
possible use of granite. 
If the Pioneer Press site is selected it 
means much less granite and a poorer building. 
The Pioneer Press was against Minnesota material when the 
capitol was built and it seems to be actuated by the same lack of 
state loyalty. 
Archbishop Ireland set the people of St. Paul an example in 
state patriotism that should not be overlooked. 
Later on it will be necessary to have a building for the su­ 
preme court. 
This could be made to harmonize with the His­ 
torical building, and that would give a much more pleasing effect 
of the state buildings.

A f te r traveling more than 3,000 miles in 13 slates and one 
Canadian province on a trip from St. Paul to the Atlantic, Gover­ 
nor Theodore Christianson is convinced that Minnesota is one of 
the leading states in highway development. 
The construction of wide, direct highways, eliminating of 
grades, and the abolition of grade crossings, were the three par­ 
ticulars which he believes account for the excellent roads in this 
state. 
Although the governor expected to find almost a continual 
stretch of concrete highway on his trip, he was disappointed for 
he found long stretches of composition highway. This is not re­ 
garded as permanent in Minnesota, but he admitted that it af­ 
fords an excellent surface for driving. 
It is probable that Governor Christianson will make some 
recommendations to the state Tiighway department regarding 
some of the construction ideas resulting from his trip. 
The use of wide roadways near cities, constructed with two 
strips of concrete separated by a composition strip seems to him 
very satisfactory and more economical than all concrete construc­ 
tion. 
He observed that it also helps to keep the lines of traffic 
separated.

I n commenting upon the famous W ickerham letter, Gover­ 
nor Theodore Christianson believes that Minnesota would find it 
extremely difficult to enforce the eighteenth amendment without 
the aid of the federal government under present state laws. 
The governor recently returned from the governors’ confer­ 
ence in New York. He said that complete withdrawal of the na­ 
tional government from local enforcement was unthinkable. 
“Here in Minnesota we are not equipped to enforce the law 
without federal aid. Few states are,” he said. When asked what 
steps he would favor in case the idea became a national policy, he 
referred to his last message. 
“I advocated giving members of the state bureau of criminal 
apprehension power to make investigations and arrests without 
awaiting the requests of local officers. We would have to have a 
stronger police power. 
“We could not depend upon local police, sheriff’s and county 
attorneys to do all the apprehending and all the prosecuting, if 
the enforcement of the dry law were put up to the states.”

AIRMEN IN HOSPITAL 


Ed. Billings and Bob Brown Escape 
Serious Injury in Crash 
at Pine Shores 


PLANE COMPLETE WRECK 


Momentary W eakening of Motor, Low 
Altitude Blamed for 
Crackup 


Two youthful aviators lay injured 
in the St. Joseph s hospital today and 
a Monocoupe, loved by its ow ners and 
referred to by the pilot as “My B aby” 
w as a m ass of w reckage in the woods 
on W hiteley's subdivision, Pine Shores 
as a result of a crackup a t 2:17 p. rn. 
Sunday. 
The aviators, Ed. Billings and Bob 
Brow n, 21 and 16 years old respec­ 
tively, M anhattan, K ansas boys, were 
reported from the hospital as not in 
serious 
condition. 
T heir 
lives w ere 
spared through the fo rtu n ate circum ­ 
stances th a t the plane did not catch 
fire afte r the crash. 
X -rays w ere being tak en today to 
determ ine the extent of injuries. 
B il­ 
lings is said to have a fractu red jaw 
bone and 
injuries about the body. 
Brow n is reported as m ore seriously 
h u rt w ith possibilities of internal in­ 
juries. 
H e suffered cuts and bruises 
about the head. and body. 
I t w as the first crackup the two 
young m en experienced in th eir ca­ 
reers as fliers. 
Eye w itnesses who saw th e crash 
blam ed it to a m om entary w eakening 
of the m otor and low altitude. 
They 
told of Ihe youthful aviators flying it 
a low altitude above the trees and 
then a sudden w eakening of the m o­ 
tor. The plane started in a w ing over, 
took the tops off three large pines and 
crashed on its back in a sm all clum p 
of bushes to the edge of a m iniature 
clearing. 
A m ong the first to reach the see re 
of the crash w ere m em bers of the 
W hiteley fam ily, sum m ering at Pine 
Shores. 
They found Billings already 
out of th e plane, resting on one elbow 
on the ground and sobbing h ysteri­ 
cally. 
In his 
unconscious condition 
his 
first thought was 
th a t 
of

w recked plane of which* he and Her ­ 
b ert W ebb, M anhattan, form erly of 
B rainerd w ere joint owners. 
“Oh m y poor baby," he m oaned as 
he reached his hand out to touch the 
w reckage. 
Brow n w as assisted from the plane. 
H e also w as unconscious and bleeding 
profusely. 
R obert 
Block, 
m anager 
of 
Luna 
P ark , w as w atching the plane; m aneu­ 
v e r and w itnesed th e crash from 'Luni 
P ark , a distance of two m iles from 
A he scene of the accident. 
H e and 
E arl Berg, w ater safety director at 
Bum P a rk jum ped into Mr. Block's 
car and left for the scene of the acci­ 
dent 
im m ediately 
upon 
seeing 
the 
plane crash. 
They arrived on the 
scene of the accident a few m inutes 
before doctors arrived. 
The injured 
w ere taken im m ediately to the hos­ 
pital. 
F o r hours following the accident 
hundreds of people m otored to Pine 
Shores to sec the w recked plane. O.uy 
a few of the curious were perm itted 
to view the w reckage. 
A fter the first 
half hour when the one way road 
w as chocked w ith traffic a caretake, 
stopped all cars and prohibited any to 
en ter the private property.
